The rule No. 4 (A) limits the number of members to seven and further 
requires that the l*rosident shall be elected at ever}’ meeting from amongst' 
the members present. But from the Returns submitted, it appears that 
there are now 8 members and«that the Hon’ble Maharajadhiraj Bahadur is 
the permanent President of the Council. VVe drew the attention of the 
Principal to this discrepancy. He has promised to make a reference to the 
Council to make the necessary alterations in the rules. Wo were told that 
under the present arrangement, which has been in force for some years past, 
the Hon’ble Maharajadhiraj Bahadur is the President. He attends the 
meetings regularly and takes a keen interest in the affairs of the college. 

There is no council of the members of the teaching staff ; but weare 
told that the members often meet and disouss matters informally. It is 
desirable that there should be a regularly constitituted Council of the staff. 
They should meet from time to time to deal with matters relating to the 
internal management of the college. The proceedings of such meetings 
slgmld be duly recorded and submitted to the Governing Body for their 
informatien.

III. Teach hi(j Staff. 

{i) (Uiaiajcs’ lliibii Umaeluiraii Panerjoo, Priiieipul and Professor of 
Sanskrit, was on leave for .lanuary, and February, 1915. Babn Kaliprasanna 
Clangnli, Professor of Matheniarics, officiated as Principal, and Babu 
Naliniranjan*Bhattaeharyya, M.A . in Sanskrit, Croup A., (Class 111, 1913) 
acted as Professor of Sanskrit during the period. 

Babu Cirindrakuniar Cliattorjee, M.A., B.L., Professor of History, was 
Dll leave for 6 months from 24th July, 1916 to 23rd January, 1917. During 
the period, Babu Panclmnan Chaudliuri, M.A., B.L. (History, Class 11, 1912), 
ftC/ted temporarily as Prrfessor of History from 24th July to 29th September, 
1916, and Babu (iopalkinkar Muk<‘rjee, M.A., B.L. (History, Class 11, 
191 1), from loth NovcMiibcr, 1916 to 23rd January, 1917. Babn Girindra- 
kumur Chatterjee has been granted further leave for one year from 24tli 
January last. During this period, Babu Gopulkinkar Mukerjec acted 
temporarily from 24th January to 9th March, 1917, and Babu Sailapati 
Cliatierjoe, ALA., B.L. (History, Class IJ, 1912), has been appointed to act 
temporarily with effect from 10th Alareh, 1917. 

There have been too man^" changes in the staff of Hislorj’ on account 
of leave granted to .Balm Girindrakuniar Chatterjee who, we are told, has 
joined the Bar. We arc of opinion that he should not be given further leave 
and that a jiermaneiit arrangement should In* made on tlie expiration of the 
leave already granted. 

* The college is not affiliated in any Science subject. But as there are 
Homo old Science apparatus, the Professor of Mathematics delivers lectures 
«n Physics and Ohoinistry one day in the week to the' students who care to 
attend them. 



(tO teetohing staff in each subject and the work done by them from Jaiy to December^ 1916 are given below. 
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Tilo Principal, wJio toaohos mainly Sanskrit, lectures to the tirst-year 
Class only 4 periods a weok and to tlio seconihyoar Class 5 periods. Besides 
he takes tutorial work for one period in the First-yoar with 2 batches of 
42 stndonts each taken fortnightly, and for 2 periods in the second-year 
with 4 batches of 21 students each also taken fortnightly. It is desirable 
that Sanskrit should be taught in First-year Class for at least 5 periods and 
the batches should riot consist of more than 21 students for tutorial purposes. 
If this suggestion is accepted, tiie Principars work in Sanskrit will increase 
by 2 periods a week. In addition to his Sanskrit work he takes Knglish in the 
second-year Class for one period a week. 

The Professors devote a part of their time to the school. 

The Professor of English who has to work 18 periods iii the college lias 
also to take 2 periods in the school every week. In our opinion he should 
not be made to work more than 18 periods. 

The Professor of Logic who teaches 14 periods a week in the college 
lias also to take 4 periods in the school. W(‘ suggest that he shoiild hv. 
relieved of liis w’ork in the school to enable him to pay more attention to 
the tutorial work in the college. As every student in the college takes 
up Logic, each class, consisting of about 88 students, may be divided into 4 
batches to each of which tuition of one period per week should he given. 
This would re<iuirc 8 periods. At present lie giv'l‘s them only 4 periods. 

The Professor of History, who also teaches Bengali Com|X)sition, has 
14 periods’ work in the college ami 1 periods in the school. In our opinion 
he should be relieved of liis school work and he allowed to heli^ the Professor 
of English in doing tutorial work. At present the st ndents of the two 
classes divided into 8 batches get ."i periods tutorial in English from tin* 
Professor of English and if they get in addition 8 or 4 periods from the 
Professor of History, each hatch will get tuition of one period a week, whicli 
is very desirable especially in a .subject like English. 

The Professor of Mai hematics has lf3 periods work in the college and 
4 periods in the school. He gives lectures of 5 periods and tuition of 

1 period to each of the two classes. Tln‘ number of lectures is manifestly 
insulKcient. Ho admitted to ns that he found great difficulty in finishing 
the course. Wo would suggest that he should trive up his school work 
and devote more time to college. His lecture work should be raised to 0 
periods in each of the classe.s and if possible the tutorial work raised to 

2 periods in each of the classes.

VI, Library and Common Boom 
(a) Library. 


The total number of books in the Library was 4479 on the 3lBt May, 1916. 
Some old books have been rejected. Since the last inspection of the College 
on the 26th November, 1914, 429 copies of books to the value of Rs. 679-0-9 
have been pui*chaaed. The yearly grant is Rs. 300. 

The rule requiring a deposit of Rs. 2 for borrowing books for use at home 
has been abolished. The effect has been that 103 students took out books 
from the Library last year as against 24 students in the previous year. The 
number of books borrowed similarly have increased froxn 239 to 618. 

There is no separate Reading Room for the students. But there is room 
thf 1 ibrary where a dosen or more students could comfortably read.

VIL College Clubs, 

(a) Debating Society. 

There were five meetings of the Debating Society during the year 1915-16 
in which the students and the Professors took part. 

(b) Athletic Club. 

Every student contributes twelve annas a year to the funds of the 
Athletic Club and there is an annual grant of Bs. 50 from the college. 

There is an open Gymnasium with an annual grant of Bs. 20 for apparatus. 
A Games-master teaches Gymnastics. * 

There are one tennis court and one badminton court on the ground in 
front of the College. • 

There is a football ground in the compound of the Nirmal Bagh Mess. 
It is 70 yards by 69;^ yards. 

The ^Principal is the President of the Club. Prof. S. P. Chatterjee, M.A., 
V’'ice- President, and Babu N. G. Banerjee, Games-master, Secretary. Students 
play tennis, badminton, foot-ball, cricket, etc. 

VIll. Residence of students. 

Of the l7l students on the rolls of the College, 40 resided in the unattached 
mess, 42 with their parents and 89 with their guardians. 

The unattached mess is housed in a big two-storeyed building in Nirmal 
Bagh — a beautiful garden belonging to the Maharajadhiraj. It has a 
splendid foot-ball ground attached to it. The Maharajadhiraj Bahadur pays 
the salary of a Besident Assistant Superintendent, Babu Prankrishna Pandit, 
and pays also the establishment charges. The students have to pay no 
rent. They arrange their own messing. We do not understand why the 
Governing Body of the College do not apply for the recognition of this 
“ Unattached Mess ” as a Collegiate Hostel. 

The building has been connected with the water works of the town at 
a cost exceeding ope thousand rupees. 

The Gate-book is properly kept. Babu. Nanigopal Banerjee, M.A., 
Professor of Logic, is the Superintendent of this Mess. He comes occasionally. 
The local students are w^ell known to the Principal. But as there is no 
agency to supervise the residence of students in general, we suggested to 
the Principal that the student might be divided into groups, placed under 
particular professors who should from time to time supervise their residence.

Babu Kaliprasanna Ganguli h%s contifiued his course of lectures on 
Physics and Chemistry, The College gives an annual grant of 86 rupees 
for the pm^chase of Chemicals, &c.

There are two blocks in tho Ilostel— the old Block and the new Block. 
Bnbu Atulchaiidra GanguH, B A., Professor of Chemistry is the Superin- 
tendent and Babu Artaballabha Mahanty, M. A., Lecturer in Sanskrit, is 
Assistant Superintendent of tho Hostel. The Superintendent lives in his 
family quarters dose to the Hostel and the Assistant Superintendent in a 
room in the new block. 

There is a commendable aiTaiigeinoiit by which tho snp<*rvisi(>n of the resi- 
dence of students not living in the Hostel.s is conducted. The College Professors 
with this view are grouped in pairs. To eadt pair is given the charge of 
supervision of the residence of a number of students. I’his appears to us 
to be an etficient method not only for the })nrpose of supervision of the 
residence of students but also for bringing the students and the Professors 
into closer contact than is possible in a class room.

I received live essays on the (leo^'raphy of Kalidasa for exa- 
mination and for the exj)ression of my o})inion as to which, if 
any deserves the Jubilee Research Prize of the Calcutta 
University. 

1. Motto — Bhamta Parichaya.’’ 

2. Motto — ^^The Geo.ii^raphical ))art seems to be very 
aecumtely conceived.’^ 

J3. Motto — Their allusions to purely Indian topographhy 
are perfectly sober.’’ 

4. Motto — Faber (|uisque fertunae suae.” 

5. Motto — ‘^Advancement of Learning.” 

I have read all the ))apers carefully and with interest and am 
struck by the industry and chiarness of conception of the 
candidates. They fully know what they are about and have 
tried to do justice to the important subject each according to 
his own light. 

Nos. 2 and S seem to draw their ins])iration from the same 
source. These essays seem to have a family aliiiiity. They 
both divide the subject in three parts : — 

1. Where Kalidasa follows Valmiki. 

2. Where he follows tradition. 

3. Where he is unfettered. 

But they are very inferior productions. They do not show 
signs of wide and up-to-date reading. 

The fourth is rich in references to Archaeological publica- 
tions, but the author’s reading does not seem to be 
particularly wide. After a page or so of Introduction he begins 
an Alphabetical Index of the Geographical names in Kalidasa 
and busies himself with their identification and references to 
them in other Sanskrit works. It is doubtful if he has read 
all file works of Kalidasa as carefully as he should. 
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The first a very ereditabie i)erf*ormauce. The writer has 
gone through volumes of Gazeteers very carefully : but his 
conception of Geograj)hv is not liberal. He confines himself to 
geogra{)hieal names only. The identification of Hastinapur, 
the discovery of the reading of Bankshubai* Sindhii in 
iSiv(lhnfirric/uusf4tU(^ and his references to Atharvaiia-parisistha 
are original. 

The fifth essay seems to be only a draft ; the author has 
evidently had no ti)ne to jnake a fair copy and so if is full of 
abbreviations and slips. But the essay is a very su])erior one. 
The author ))refaces his essa\ with an ascount the notions of 
early writtTs regarding the configuration of the earth, and the 
divisions of India. His essay is marked by great originality. 
He supplies mueh original information about the political 
divisions of India bt'fore Buddha from Mahagovindasutra, and he 
is the only writer among these, who has some notion of Indian 
cartologN ; moreover he has very forcibly ]X)inted out the difference 
between Kalidasa’s nia]) of India and the ma[) of modern times. 
What is east to Kalidasa is south-east to us and in this way he 
has ex[)lained many of the discrepancies in the Geography of 
Kalidasa. He has nlso a wider notion of Geogra]>hy as shown 
by tlie fact that he devotes a long cha])ter to the animals and 
plants of India, as described by Kalidasa. He freely (juotes 
from Pali and Sanskrit works and his information in matters 
of Indian Arcliaeology are accumte and u))-to-date. 

I have, tlu‘refoj-e, no hesitation in recommending the fifth 
essay for the prize. 1 should however make honourable mention 
of essay No. I.

II 

There are altogether live theses, all of which bear evidence 
of careful investigations into the subject. The writers of the 
theses have all attempted successfully to identify the towns, 
rivers, mountains etc., occurring in the works of Kalidasa, with 
the help of archieological i-eports. Imperial Gazetteers, works 
of travels and antiquities, Puranas etc. — Names of places have 
been arranged by som<‘ in the alphabetical order, while others 
have followed the consecutive order of the verses and others 
again have adojited the chronological order. 

The thesis bearing the motto “ Bharat Pariehaya ” and the 
thesis with the motto ‘‘ Advancement of Learning ” are however 
of special merit. The former has arranged the sources of 
information on the margin of each page after the fashion 
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of the Imperial Gazetteer, while the latter has ^iveii the 
references in the body of the dissertation. Both are rich in 
geographical information. The former follows the Puranas 
in its conception of the configuration of the earth and the 
geography of India, while the latter follows the Greek 
geographers, whose views are su])posed to be coincident with 
those of Kalidasa. 

In view of several original observations and advanced theo- 
ries with regard to the shape of India and topograpliy of 
Kalidas, contained in the latter, I recommend that thesis 
bearing the motto “ Advancement of Learning ’’ be awarded 
the Jubilee Research Prize. 

The thesis bearing the motto Bliarat-Pariehaya ” 
deserves considerable praise.

abstract of the jiroceedings of a sub-committee which was 
appointed to consider certain questions relating to the improve- 
ment and expansion of collegiate education, together with a 
copy of a statistical memorandum on the subject of the 
proportion of students to Professors in Arts colleges, prepared 
by the Bureau of Education. 

Read also a letter from the President, Carmichael College, 
Rangpur, stating, with reference to para. 2 of Government of 
India letter No. 463, dated the 26th May, 1917, in which it 
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is laid down that the college should entertain one teacher for 
every 20 students admitted to the college, that while acting up 
to the instruction of the Government of India as far asVthe 
finances of the college will permit, he requests that a lit#ml 
compliance with the order may not be enforced and that as the 
collge is receiving no grant for its expenditure from Govern- 
ment yet and as such a requirement of the Government of 
India is not fulfilled, as far as the Governing B^dy of the 
college is aware, even by the best regulated Government 
Colleges in the Presidency, the University authorities may be 
pleased to take such action in the matter as they may think 
desirable.

Read the following Report on the Diocesan College, 
for 1916-17:— 

Report on the Diocesan College, Baliganj, for 1916-17. 

(Inspected on the 2nd May, 1917.) 

The college is affiliated to the B.A. standard in English (Pass), Vernacular 
Composition, History (Pass), Economics (Pass), Mathematics (Pass) and to 
the I.A. standard in English, Vernacular Composition, Sanskrit, Bengali, 
History, Logic, Mathematics, Geography. It has i^lso a training department, 
affiliated to the L. T. and B. T. standards. 

The college teaches two other subjects, French and Botany in both 
the I.A. and the B.A. Classes. The authorities are under the impression that 
they have affiliation in these tw'o subjects up to the Intermediate standard. 
They teach these subjects up to the B.A. standard on the strength of the 
Begistrar’s letter, dated the 28th December, 1912, allowing them to admit 
students in Botany and French and excusing such students from attendance 
at lectures in those subjects on condition that they have had sufficient 
training in them. 

We have not been shown nor referred to any record either in the 
University office or in the College Office to show that the College is affiliated 
in French and Botany to the I.A. standard. 

The college further teaches English (Honours), History (Honours) and 
Sanskrit (Pass) in which it is not at present affiliated. It has applied for 
affiliation in English (Honours), Mathematics (Honours) and Sanskrit 
^ass). It has not applied, nor does it intend to apply, for affiliation in 
History (Honours). 

The Lady Principal is anxious to give as much help as possible to those 
students under her charge who desire to read some of the subjects in which 
her college is not affiliated. Her staff is equally willing to render help. As 
it is a small women’s college and the staff most willing, we think the college 
may be allowed to teach some of the subjects in which it has not affiliation. 
But the students who appear in them should not be allowed to appear as the 
students of the college. 

; This year students of this college have appeared at the B.A. with Botany 
and at the I.A. with French and Botany. 

We set forth below the matters we have considered under the different 
headings mentioned in Paragraph 3 of Chapter XX of the Begulations, 
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(a) Governing Body, 

T he Governing Body is as shown in the last report. There has been no 
change in its constitution and rules. During 1915-16, three meeting;? were 
held.

Besides the above theye are other rooms in the bnilding used for the 
residence of the Lady Principal, of five members of the staff, and of the 
boarders, thirty in number. The Dorpiitory is on the second floor of the 
building. It is divided into cubicles by curtains There is a commodious 
and well furnished Dining-hall (40' — 10" x 25' — 10") on the ground floor, 
where the staff and the boarders dine together. 

The furniture is excellent. The rooms are fitted with electric lights and 
fans. They are well ventilated. Everywhere is neat and tidy. 

Of the 66 students on the rolls on the Slst July, 1916, 30 were resident 
in the college. The rest were day-scholars.

There hare been and are likely to he considerable changes in the staff 
since the Returns were submitted. 

(1) Miss Sanctuary^ who taught English, left the college in January 
#It is expdihted that Miss Gray, B.A. (Dublin), who is now in Quetta will take 

her place. The Lady Principal is in communication with her. 

(2) Hiss Gilder, wOio taught Logic and Economics, has left. Miss C. 
Dass, B.A. with Second Class Honours in English (1916), is taking Logic 
in her place. The Lady Principal assured ns that she expected an English 
Lady to come out in the place of Miss Gilder as soon as the war was over. 
In the meantime local arrangements would be made. 

(3) Miss Ebbutt who teaches the B.T. Class will be leaving the college 
in a month. Her place will be taken from Ist July by Miss Macnathy, a 
B.A. (Hons ) of the Dublin University, with English, History, and Economics 
as her subjects. Slie has also a teachers’ training certificate from the London 
Board of Education. 

(4) Miss Parimal Hazra is not now on the college staff. She will be 
taken in when the college gets affiliation in Honours Mathematics for which 
they have applied. 

(6) Mr. S. R. Bose is not now on the staff. He helps occasionally. He 
has been engaged w’hen the Prof, of Botany was away on leave. 

(6) Madame Tucker w'ho used to teach French left in December, 1916. 

At present there is one Lecturer in Sanskrit. Formerly there were two. 
The Lady Principal told us that, when she got affiliation in B.A. Sanskrit, 
she would engage a Lecturer wdio would be either a First Class or a Second 
Class M.A. in Sanskrit. , 

Some of the Lecturers — The Lady Principal, Miss E. Jackson, Miss 
Biswas and Pandit Vidyabhushan have also w'ork in the school attached to 
the college. It is desirable that (he college and the school staffs should be 
separate. 

Some of the Lecturers teach two subjects. Though this is not ordinarily 
allowed yet in a women’s college like this, where the students are so few in 
number and where there are only isolated candidates for different subjects, 
it may be allowed, as it will not be found practicable in all cases to fix one 
teacher to one subject only. 


(c) Library. 

The total number of books in the Library on the 31st May, 1916, was 
1055. During the present session (1916*17), books to the value of Rs. 433-8*7 
have been purchased. There is no annual grant for the Library But the 
Lady Principal is under guarantee to the Director of Public Instruction, 
in consideration of the grant received from him for the erection of the 
Library’, to spend at least Rs. 1,000 annually for the next three years in the 
purchase of books. A large order for Sanskrit and Bengali books has already 
been placed, arrangements are being made to make the Mathematics section 
adequate for Honours Mathematics, and the next charge on resources will 
be for the improvement of the English section. 

(e) Botanical Laboratory. 

We have very little to add to the remarks made by the previous 
Inspectors. Their suggestions have not yet been oarried out. The total

Two formal meetings were held during t!»e session 1915>16 under the 
presidency of Miss H. Juckflon and Miss Sanctuary. Several informal 
meetings were held. More formal meetings might be held. 

(iii) Tennis and Badminton Club. 

There are two full sized Tennis courts and two Badminton courts. The 
students play Tennis and Badminion. There is no fixed annual grant from 
the College for games. But each student contributes 8 annas each term 
to the funds of the club. 

Of the books required to be kept by Para. 4 of Chap. XX of the Regula- 
tions, those under heads (a), (b), (d), (f) and (g) are properly kept. But 
no register under head (c) has been kept and the Lady Principal’s explanation 
is that the students of the Institution are so well behaved, that she w'ould 
consider it a slur on them to keep a register of this description. As regards 
the register under head (e) of ])ara. 4 we did not ask for inspection of it, 
our reason being that already stated under heading (h) above. 

The Training Vejwrtment. 

This Department has, by anungement with the Director of Public 
Instruction, been instituted as a temporary measure pending the establish- 
ment of a Government Training College for women. It is affiliated to the 
L. T. and B. T. standards, and has already proved its value This year it 
had 7 students, 6 B. T., 1. L. T. all Indian ladies. It is financed by a Govern- 
ment grant of Rs. 600 p. m., intended to cover cost of staff and stipends 
and incidental expenses, any balance at the end of the year being by arrange- 
ment utilised for the general purposes of the college. The staff consists 
of Miss Ebbntt assisted by Sister Mary Victoria : practical work in the school 
is also supervised by the trained teachers of the school, as is the common 


arrangement in Training Colleges.

He 
was the Gold Medalist of his year in English and is a man of ability and 
experience. 

The staff in English is also in our opinion numerically adequate to teach 
English up to the B.A. Honours standard, The number of students in each 
class being small, a staff of three will be quite sufficient. 

(B) Santil-nt. 

At picseiit there is only one lecturer, Bubu Debendranatli Ray, M.A. 
(Cal.), Ill Class ill Sanskrit (Group D), 1903 ; B.A. (Cal.), 1902 with First 
Class Honours in Sanskrit ; K Hlhakanta Gold Medalist. He is an experienced 
teacher. 

The Director of Public Instruction in his application for affiliation, says 
that he is authorised by the Government of Bengal to say that when the 
extended affiliation ask(‘d for is granted, the appointment of an additional 
Lecturer in Sanskrit and Bengali will be sanctioned. 

The new Lecturer should be, in our opinion, at least a Second Class M.A. 
in Sanskrit. 

A staff of two will b(' numerically adequate as the number in the two 
Honours classes will be very .small, and if the iieiv Lecturer be at least a 
Second Class M.A, in Sanskrit, the staff' will be dompcteiit to teach Sanskrit 
up to the B.A. Honours standard. 

(C) EcoHomiva and Political Philo.soidnj 

The present Lecturer in History, Balm Hires war Bhattacharyya, is an 
M.A. of the Panjah University in two subjects. History and Keunomics, 
Class III ill each. He taught B.A. students in a college* attached to that 
University. 

The propo.^ed arrangement is that Mr. Bhattat'haryya will take the 
classes in Political Economy and Political Philosophy and* anoth<*r lecturer 
whose appointment will be sanctioned when the e.\ tended affiliation is 
granted (as the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, 8ay.s in his application) 
w'ill teach History in the College. 

This new" Lecturer ought to lie at least a Second Class M.A. in 
History. 

One Lecturer can certainly take lip the whole work in B.A. Pass Econo- 
mics and Political Philosophywhere the nuinljcr is sure to he very limited. 
The only (iiiestion is whether Mr. Bireswar Bhattacliary\ a, who i*s a third- 
class M.A. in Economics and a man of limited experientv, mav h(» entrusted 
with it. From inquiries made about the course he took in Economies and other 
relevant inquiries, wx are satisfied that he is fit to teach the subject up to the 
B.A. Pass standard. 

The course he took in Economics included (1) General Economic I’rin. 
ciples: (2) Indian Economics: (3) Political Philosophy and Sociology* 

(4) Currency and Finance : (6) International Trade : (0) Essay on a general* 
subject. 

A detailed time-table for each of these throe subjects is given below 
The Lady Principal says that this time-table which she accepted at the 
suggestion of one of tiie Inspectors will be followed in the current session 
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but that it may bo modified in future, if modifications are called for in the 
light of experience.

The aocoinmodation will be quite adequate if the extended affiliation 
prayed for is granted. All the existing classes are small and the new classes 
will be so also. We were informed that the highest number of students that 
any class had last session was 29 and the numbers in either the English or 
the Sanskrit Honours Classes were not likely to exceed eight. 
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IV. Library. 

We mentioned the new books that would be necessary in view of the 
extended affiliation. We have already supplied the college authorities with a 
list of these books and we have been informed that they will be purchased 
for the college Library. Already there is a fairly good collection of books 
in the three diJSerent subjects for which the new affiliation is asked. 

V. Recommendation. 

In view of the fact that there is only one college for female students 
affiliated to the B.A. standard in the northern part of Calcutta, the other 
college being four miles distant, and further in view of the fact that capable 
student of this college have again and again in the past appeared at the 
B.A. Honours Examination or Pass Examination in Economics as non>col> 
legiate students, though they had received their teaching in the college, 
and lastly in view of the fact that there is an undoubted demand for 
instruction of female students in English and Sanskrit up to the B.A. 
Honours standard and Economics and Politics up to the B.A- Pass 
standard, we recommend that in extension of the affiliation already enjoyed 
by the college, it be further affiliated in English and Sanskrit up to the B.A. 
Honours standard and in Political Economy and Political Philosophy up to 
the B.A. Pass standard from the current session 1917-18 on the condition 
that two new lecturers (one of whom must be at least a second class M.A. 
in Sanskrit and the other at least a second class M.A. in History) are 
added to the existing staff.
